where neutrals may recover their car- 
goes. The sinking of prizes Is in Itself 
an inadequate act to be resorted to 
only In extraordinary circumstances 
and after provision has been made 
for the safety of all the crew or pas- 
sengers. 
"If there are passengers on board 


the responsibility for1 discriminating 
between neutral and enemy vessels 
and between neutral and enemy cargo,

Oil has a higher fuel value In prc> 


ducing steam than coal, giving a 
greater evaporation of water, both per 
pound of fuel and per square foot of 
heating surface. More important, how- 
ever, is the fact that the fuel can be 
taken on hoard a great deal more rap- 


Idly without manual labor, and with- 
out interruption of the ship's routine. 
Coaling has always been along, labori- 
ous and.

With oil as fuel, the'amount of 


smoke may be controlled, there are no 
cinders and no delays or loss of speed 
due to the necessity of bringing coal 
from a remote bunker,, or to_the ex- 
haustion of the stokers.

"Time does change the order of

that was to be found in almost every 
patch o£ woods in the state when I 
wis a boy; there is not one to be 
found In the entire country east or 
west of the Rockies today, and one 
of the departments at Washington has 
offered a large reward for anyone 
who will produce or tell where a nest 
of the wild pigeons can be found. 


"As I said they were very plentiful 


in these parts back in the '60s and 
many were found in the '60s and early 
'70s, but today not one can be found 
in the United States. 
The cause of 


all this lies In the fact that many 
people carried on the business of trap- 
ping them and out In Scarboro a man 
by the name of Plummer did this to 
such an extent that be came to be 
known as 'Pigeon Dave' Plummer. The 
traps were so arranged that hundreds 
of the birds would be caught at one 
spring of the trap, and when one 
comes to think that this business was 
carried on all over the country, it is 
easy to see how in years their num- 
bers dwindled and finally died out al- 
together." 


"On the other hand," said another 


of the party, "comparatively a few 
years ago we had never heard of such 
a bird aa the English spartow, and 
today they are as thick as white weed 
in a poor man's pasture." 


"SpeaKing of white weed," said the 


first speaker, "reminds me of the time 
I went to school way up on what is 
now Highland avenue, and white weed 
was just making its appearance in 
the fields. It was not very plentiful. 
howe\er, and I remember that a farm- 
er named Dyer told us boys that be 
would give us a cent a dozen for all 
we could pick in his field, tor by that 
means it was kept from going to seed.

If one 


could get a cent a dozen for it now, 
a pel son could get rich in thf course 
of a couple of years and not liavo to 
work but a week or two each year at 
that.

WELL WORTHY OF MEMORIAL 


Science Museum. 


Several groups of objects of special 


interest 
as 
illustrating appliances 


used in war by sea, land, and air 
have been brought together in two 
rooms in the Science museum, South 
Kensington, London. 
Perhaps the 


most striking of these are the series 
of models of types of British warships 
and of British and foreign aircraft 
Ampng the former are models of sev- 
eral well-known ships, including a 
model of his majesty's ship Good Hope 
and one of the dreadnaught battleship 
his majesty's ship Monarch, the latter 
recently added to the collection on 
loan. Submarines are represented by 
drawings and photographs. With sev- 
eral of the models in the aeroplane sec- 
tion there are full-size engines and 
parts. The enemy's aircraft are rep- 
resented by a general model of the 
Rumpler-Taube monoplane, which was 
the chief German army machine at 
the beginning of the war, and a dia- 
gram drawing of a Zeppelin.

They were afoot 
an.l on reaching Bevent Tuesday af- 
ternoon they went to two saloons, 
where they drank beer and secured 
a bottle of whiskey. They resumed 
their walk at about six o'clock in 
the evening, but as to what followed 
Bear claims to have no recollection. 
The next he remembers was waking 
up at about 4 o'clock next morning 
and nndiig hin wife lying near him 
In the siow beside the road.

thought she-was sleeping, but when 
he attempted to arouse he found 
she was dead. 


Bear pidked up his wife's body and 


carried It a cjuarter of a mile to the 
home of another Indian.

were several wounds on the head, 
evidently Inflicted by some blunt in- 
strument, tha most severe being on 
the left temple. Her skull was prob- 
ably fractured. 


Bear Is about thirty-five years of 


age and has had a good reputation 
since coming to Elderon. He Is be- 
ing held without bail.

On this census every ten years a re-

ple of the state and the legislature 
gave indorsement to a. measure

meuding the constitution by which 
article -1 of the section providing tor 
the state ccnsim and the rediatrict- 
iug of the state was annulled. This 
is tho first census year under

new constitutional provision in which 
uo census will be takpn.

They have nothing to lose, be- 
ing able to pick out some other state 
In the meantime. 
But how about 


the residents of Wisconsin, who live 
here-, and especially those of the 
north who have been able to hunt 
each year, and provide venison for 
the home? Is it fair to them to have 
a closed season.in face of the fact 
that deer is plentiful or will be if 
out-of-state 
hunters 
are barred? 


In the past the desire for the $25.00 
license fee has appealed stronger to 
the game department at Madison than 
real protection of game. 
It is ad- 


mitted, by the game wardens, but not 
for publication, that foreign hunters 
have killed off the deer, and that a 
few years more will see serious in 
roads unless something is done to 
stop it. 
The hunters from other 


states have fallen In with the plan 
and are willing to have a closed sea- 
son for a few years and In the mean- 
time hunt In Minnesota or some other 
state. 
But what about the home 


steaders of the north? Are we going 
to deny them the right to hunt for 
deer, or are we going to be true 
Badgers and stand by the people o 
Wisconsin as against any other state 
The game of Wisconsin belongs to 
the people of this state, and if there 
is going to be a scarcity now or in 
tha future, it is unfair to open ou 
doors to outsiders. 
What we need 


Is more consideration for people a 
home, and'none for the hunter whc 
comes here from another state. Th 
people who ha-ste gone into the north 
land-end endured the hardships am 
built up a home, deserve to have ai 
annual recreation in deer hunting.—
